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REMARKS 



Upon entry of this preliminary amendment, claims 1-21 will be pending in this application, 
with claims 1 and 19 being the independent claims. Claims .1.-21 are sought to be amended 
without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter of these claims as originally presented. 
Applicants have amended the claims to conform to U.S. patent practice and to remove all 
multiple dependencies. Support tor inclusion in claim 1 of the recitation "amino acid sequence" 
can be found in Applicants' specification, for example, at page 4, line 32 to page 5, line 4. 
Support for inclusion in claim 1 of the recitation "wherein said sequence provides prophylactic or 
therapeutic treatment of an infection or its clinical signs caused by an organism of the family Babcsiidae" 
can be found in Applicants'' specification, for example, in the Abstract or at page 24, lines 3-6. 
Claim 14 has also been amended to clarify that lcJt'.rohui'.morrhugitu% pomona, xrippotyphosa, and 
bratistava arc specific serovars of Leptospira interrogans. Support for all claim amendments can be 
found in the originally filed claims. Applicants have not raised any issue of new matter. 

The specification is in the proper format. The present claims define patentable subject 
matter and are believed to be in condition for allowance.
